2 Bushel Increase 
In Wheat Quota 


INSIDE INFORMATION

The general quota increase of two 
bushels per acre which went into ef¬ 
fect this week is putting some ready 
cash into circulation"ht a time when it 
is greatly appreciated. The two-bush¬ 
el delivery will put about $75,000 into 
circulation in the Vulcan district. 

Farmers still holding tough wheat 
are advised to deliver it as soon as 
possible. It may be sold by special 
permit and is not effected by the in¬ 
itial delivery -quota The point ad¬ 
vanced by grain agencies is that the 
tough wheat now stored on farms U 
in danger of deteriorating, whereas, if 
it is delivered and shipped now, it may 
be transferred to Fort William and 
Port Arthur whete there is space and 
drying facilities. In this way the 
wheat will not be lost. It is feared that 
a proportion of tough wheat now in 
farm granaries will burn under hot 
summer suns. Moreover, there is op¬ 
portunity to sell it now and no assur¬ 
ance of opportunity later. Special 
delivery permits for tough wheat 
close Dec. 27. The advice is to seil, 
v. hen the chance offers, and be reliev¬ 
ed of the possibilities of loss through 
being held on the farm. 

The Wheat Board sent out the fol¬ 
lowing announcement on December 7: 
“For the past month arrangements 
have been in effect for delivery anl 
shipment of tough and damp wheat. 
Several direct appeals have been 
made to farmers '.o deliver such wheat 
so that it may be safely stored. De¬ 
spite these efforts tough and damp 
wheat is not coming forward in pro¬ 
portion to the amount stored on 
farms. Due to heavy shipments out 
of the terminals before the close of 
navigation, there is space at Fort Wil 
liam and Port Arthur to handle this 
wheat now, but space cannot be kept 
for such wheat when farmers with 
dry wheat are pressing to deliver. 
There may be no opportunity to move 
this wheat during winter months. The 
Board therefore will cease to 'grant 
special delivery permits for tough 
and damp wheat on Dec. 27, 1940, and 
will not allocate cars specially to the 
movement of this wheat after Janu¬ 
ary 4, 1941.”

Miss Fern Whitman, pianist and 
teacher at tba Alberta Bible College 
in Calgary, gave an interesting lec¬ 
ture-recital in the Church of Christ 
last Sunday afternoon before a very 
appreciative, though small audience. 

Miss Whitman devoted the first half 
of her program to Bach and his music. 
Opening with the well known chorale, 
“Jesu Joy of Man’s Desiring,” she 
‘ prefaced ..each of her numbers wi f h 
sidelights ow the life, character, and 
style of writing of Bach. This was 
ol particular benefit to students. Her 
concluding number in the Bach group 
was the difficult Italian Concerto. 

The second half of the recital was 
of a miscellaneous character and in¬ 
cluded some of the belter knoSvn piano 
music. Of special mention was Sind- 
ing’s “Rustle of Spring.” Perhaps the 
highlight-of the program was the 
closing number, a very effective tran¬ 
scription of the old folk song, “Be¬ 
lieve Me If All Those Endearing 
Young Charm§.” 

Miss Whitman’s program showed 
thoughtful preparation and was of 
special appeal to the average listener. 


One of the early residents of the 
Queenstown district passed away on 
the 4th of December. He was Her¬ 
man George Nordhoff, who home¬ 
steaded at Queenstown‘ in 1907. Mr. 
Nordhoff lived an exemplary life. In 
community undertakings he never fail 
ed to do more than his part, and he 
was held in high esteem by all who 
knew him, as was attested by the flor¬ 
al offerings and by the large gather¬ 
ing of friends who attended the fun¬ 
eral services, conducted in the Queen¬ 
stown community hall on Dec. 7th, 
with Rev. W. C. Burnett officiating. 
Interment took place in the Lutheran 
femetery. 

A Mr. Nordhoff was born on June 22, 
1873 at Smyra in Asia Minor, of Ger¬ 
man parentage. He emigrated to the 
United States in the early nineties 
of last century, and lived at Omaha, 
Nebraska, until 1907, when he came 
as a pioneer settler to Queenstown. 
As a farmer, Mr. Nordhoff through¬ 
out his 33 years af life at Queenstown 
was an example to the community, lh 
the early days the negnast railway 
point was Cluny, 22 miles away, which 
was reached by team and wagon by 
fording the Bow River near the point 
atTvhich the famous Blackfeet Indian 
treaty was signed with Chief Crow¬ 
foot. When the C.P.R. built the Lo- 
inond-Blackie extension in 1925, Mr. 
Nordhoff was active in building op the 
present village of Queenstown, of 
which he might properly be said to be 
one of the founders. Generous and 
public spirited, his passing is viewed 
with genuine regret. Mr. Nordhoff 
was unmarried. He is believed to oe 
survived by two sisters and a brother 
living in Europe. His only Ablative in 
this country is a nephew, Martin 
Bojes, who has made his home with 
■the deceased for some years. 


92 p.c. Vote in Favor 
Alta. Poultry B’d 


Plebiscite Results Show 
Great Majority Favor the 
Proposed Marketing Board 
Scheme 


Organization -of the Alberta Poul- 
trymen’s Marketing Board will oe 
carried out early in the New Year, 
Hon. E. C. Manning, minister of trade 
and industry, announced. The board 
will be organized under provisions of 
the Alberta Marketing Act. 

Results of a plebiscite taken among 
poultrymen throughout the. province 
showed 92 percent of those voting, 
favored establishment of the market 
board, theostatement said. Eighty per¬ 
cent voted for a three-yWr term of 
operation in preference to twp-or-foui 
year terms. Only two meetings out 
of about 100 held in 16 districts, vot¬ 
ed against the plan. 

Under the board the surplus egg 
production of the province will be co¬ 
ordinated so that Alberta eggs may be 
exported efficiently to the British 
market. The local market will also be 
serviced through the board which 
will bring to a more standardized lev¬ 
el the grading of eggs and a stabiliza¬ 
tion of prices for both export and do¬ 
mestic consumption. Benefits result¬ 
ing from this and other efficiency 
methods will be passed on to the con¬ 
sumers without additional costs, the 
statement said. 

Shortly after Christmas, represen¬ 
tatives who were elected at the meet¬ 
ings held in connection with the pleb¬ 
iscite will meet to elect their zone 
representatives. From these 16 zone 
representatives, producer-members 
will be selected to be the majority of 
the five-man board.

An order-in-council recently passed, 
creates a Canadian army in the offic¬ 
ial sense. All military forces of Can¬ 
ada are to be called “The Canadian 
army.” This put3 an end to the use 
of the term Canadian Active Service 
Force. 

Formations, units or personnel 
placed on active service of continu¬ 
ous service of any kind are called “ac¬ 
tive” formations, units or personnel 
of the Canadian army. All other for¬ 
mations, units or personnel are called 
“reserve” formations, units str per¬ 
sonnel. . 

In peacetime, hitherto, Canada's 
military forces were divided into the 
Permanent Active Militia and Non- 
Permanent Active Militia. The for¬ 
mer were full-time soldiers. In war up 
to now the practice has been to give 
a special name to the forte mobilized 
for war. 

In the First Great War the active 
called “The Canadian Expe-

Mailing Parcels 
Soldiers Overseas 


(From Windsor Star) 

When you are mailing parcels to 
.soldiers ih Great Britain, be sure not 
to hav.e the parcel weigh more than 
11 pounds, unless you are prepared 
to pay a much higher postal charge. 
The special rate for soldiers’ parcels 
is 12 cents per pound up to and in¬ 
cluding 11 pounds. That is a three 
pound paroal costs 36 cents postage, 
a seven-pound parcel costs 84 cents, 
a ten-pound parcel cost $1.20 and an 
11-poumi parcel costs $1.32. But, 
supposing the parcel is just a couple 
of ounces ocer 11 pounds, then the 
rate will be $2.60 per parcel. In other 
words, those extra few ounces would 
cost $1.18. Over 11 pounds, and up to
